‘Catholics 
called to be 
missionary’

ALCALA PARK — All Catholics as 
followers of Christ are called to be 
missionary, but since all cannot embrace 
a call to mission lands, they can be in 
solidarity with missionaries and the 
people they serve through prayers and 
financial sacrifices. 


That’s the thought expressed by Msgr.- 


Anthony Chylewski, director of trhe San 
Diego diocesan Mission Office, in 
anticipation of Mission Sunday, Oct. 23, 
sponsored by the pontifical Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 

The theme of this year’s observance, 
which will include a special collection in 
parishes, is ‘‘Go Tell the World the Good 
News!”’ 

Fifty-one percent of the collection helps 
support world missions, with 40 percent 
supporting missions in the United States, 
and 9 percent going to the Oriental 
church, mostly in the Near East, Mser. 
Chylewski explained. 

With its 51 percent, the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith supports the 
church in more than 800 territories. The 
majority of 345,000 ordained, vowed and 
lay missionaries in these areas depend on 
the assistance of people in the United 
States and other Western countries, he 
said. 

““Mission Sunday is a reasonable way 
for Catholics to fulfill their missionary call 
— except for those called to serve in the 
missions — through their prayers and 
their willingness to donate part of their 
material abundance to the Third World,”’

Rosary’s 
place 


today?

ALCALA PARK — The month of 
October, which is dedicatd to Our Lady 
of the Rosary, invites Catholics to assess 
the place of the rosary in their prayer lives 
and in the life of the church. 

Some say the rosary has lost popularity 
since the Second Vatican Council; others 
think it was formerly overemphasized. 

Such diverse views point to questions 
pertinent to the practice of praying the 
rosary: Has the church changed its 
teaching on the rosary? How can devotion 
to the. rosary foster one’s spirituality? 
How did the rosary enter the mainstream 
of Catholic devotion? 

The Second Vatican Council placed 
Marian devotions, including the rosary, 
in their proper perspective in relation to 
the Mass, said Sister Joanne Nicgorski, 
director of the San Diego diocesan Center 
for Liturgy and Prayer. 

When the Mass was celebrated in Latin 
before the council, most members of the 
assembly were spectators, not 
participators in the liturgy, she said. 
“‘There was less exposure to Scripture 
during these Masses,’’ as the Gospel was 
the only biblical text read in the people’s 
native language.”’ 

At this time it was ‘‘more difficult to 
develop a personal relationship with 
Christ who was seen as distant and more 
readily approached through Mary,”’ the 
director explained. 

As a result, the rosary and other 
Marian devotions enjoyed a_ greater 
prominence in the prayer life of the 
faithful than in the Mass, she said.

Lay missionary manifests the Gospel in Malawi

SAN DIEGO — Herb Sorensen, an 
obstetrician and gynecologist, works for 
nine months in East Africa, studies 
abroad for one month and spends two 
months with his family and friends in San 
Diego. 

Sorenson will devote the next six years 
of his life to the missions, in particular the 
Likuni Mission in Malawi where he 
serves as a staff physician at the village 
hospital. 

Sorenson says he feels what he is doing 
is a necessity. His goal is to ‘‘manifest the 
Gospel’’ by responding to the question 
“‘how can I serve?’’ 

In Malawi, Sorenson works with the 


local mission hospital staff, including 
clinical officers, men who are trained to 


- take care of most medical and obstetrical 


cases, (the African equivalent of a 
physician) and medical assistants who 
work with outpatients. 

With assistance from Holland, 
Germany and the United States, the 
mission has been able to acquire a 
rudimentary style laboratory, pharmacy 
and operating facilites — all probably 
equivalent to those used in the United 
States in the 1950s, he explained. 

One of his primary responsibilities is to 
supervise the midwives. ‘‘They do most 
of the deliveries, about 250 per month.”’ 

The hospital is almost always filled, 
especially with the under-five age group, 
said Sorenson. ‘“They are the ones that

are malnourished, they’re the ones who 
get measles. Malaria is very devasting for 
young children,’’ he added. 

“‘The hours are quite long, 7 a.m.-6 
p.m. The work basically never gets done. 
You just have to say ‘I don’t have any 
more energy.’ ”’ 

He described the area he lives in as 
‘*professionally very busy and personally 
very quiet.”’ 

Sorenson is no stranger to this lifestyle. 
He has been a lay missionary since 1963, 
traveling to East Africa with his children 
(now grown) and his late wife Doris. 

After his wife’s death in 1986, the call 
to continue his missionary work persisted. 
In a 1987 interview, Sorenson told 
Southern Cross he knew exactly what his 
future held. ‘‘At that time I realized my 


calling was to leave (San Diego) and 
return to Africa for a _ longer 
commitment.”’ 

Sorenson finds much ‘satisfaction in his 
work as a medical missionary. ‘‘You get 
the opportunity to say, ‘Today I did 
something for my brothers and sisters that 
nobody else could or would do’. The 
work can be frustrating but also 
fulfilling,’’ he said. 

One of the benefits of being a lay 
missionary is time. ‘‘I don’t have any 
distractions; movies, VCR; so there is 
more time to meditate, to pray, to read 
Scripture and spiritual books,’’ explained 
Sorenson. 

“We have to feed ourselves spiritually 
the same as we have to feed ourselves

Travel to Mexico to pay homage to 
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Italian Catholics celebrate proud heritage

SAN DIEGO — On Saturday, Oct. 8, 
crowds estimated at 75,000 lined both 
sides of Broadway in downtown San 
Diego to watch the 20th annual 
Columbus Day Parade, sponsored by the 
Italian-American community. 

Each year Italian-Americans across the 
nation observe the discovery of the 
Americas by the Italian explorer they call 
Cristoforo Colombo. According to local 
organizers, San Diego’s Columbus Day 
Parade is the largest west of the 
Mississippi, and the third largest parade 
held in California. 

Approximately 150 entries, including a 
vintage car carrying Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, participated, as well as many high 
school and junior high school bands, 
Navy and Marine Corps bands and color 
guards and a colorful array of floats. 

According to William Labozzetta, 
president of the United Italian American 
Association’s Columbus Day Parade 
Committee, organizing a parade of this 
size would have been very difficult 
without the assistance of Our Lady of the 
Rosary parish, San Diego. 

‘*This event represents the efforts of 14 
independent Italian-American organiza- 
tions,’’ said Labozetta. ‘‘I don’t know 
how we would have done it without the 
help of Father (Steven) Grancini and the 
people at Our Lady of the Rosary. They 
provided us meeting space and many of 
our volunteers are from the parish.”’ 


Barnabite Father Grancini, pastor of 
Our Lady of the Rosary, said the parish 
has been involved in Columbus Day 
celebrations from the beginning. 

“‘When the first Italians settled in the 
San Diego area,”’ he explained, ‘‘many of 
them were fishermen. They built a 
community here on State and India 
streets. near the harbor and built their 
own church, which was consecrated in 
1925. 

““As time went on, they began to 
celebrate Italian feast days, which led to 
the observance of Columbus Day, which 
you could call an_ Italian-American 
holiday.”’ 

According to Father Grancini, the first 
Columbus Day parades were confined to 
the immediate neighborhood surrounding 
the church. Later, as the community 
grew, so did the parade. In the 1960s, the 
Columbus Day Parade began to march 
down State Street to Broadway, then east 
to the Community Concourse. 

Today, the Columbus Day Parade is 
one of the highlights of the year for many 
San Diegans, and not only those of Italian 
heritage. Nevertheless, Columbus Day 
has a special meaning to those San 
Diegans descended from the original 
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Italian Catholic fishermen. 

“The Columbus Day Parade has 
always been an expression of our desire to 
preserve the heritage and the culture of 
Italy in this country,’’ said Labozzetta. 

According to many Italian-Americans, 
Italy’s overwhelmingly Catholic religious 
heritage is an important part of that 
endowment. It is estimated that 90 
percent of all Italian-Americans are 
Roman Catholics. 


“‘Besides the help from Our Lady of the 
Rosary, many of the groups involved in 
this process, like the Knights of 
Columbus, the Italian Catholic 
Federation, Madonna Addolorata and the 
Madonna del Lume are Catholic 
associations first,’’ Labozzeta said. 

‘“‘Others, like the Fratellanza 


’ Garibaldina, La Costa di Fiori (Sons of 


Italy), and the Italian American 


Women’s Club aren’t Catholic per se, but

‘Italian-American of the Year’ 


EL CAJON — The United Italian 
American Association of San Diego 
County has named William Labozzetta, a 
parishioner at Our Lady of Grace Church 
and a district president of the Italian 
Catholic Federation, ‘‘Italian-American 
of the Year.’’ 

Labozzetta, a native of New York City, 
has been a member of Saint Therese 
parish’s branch of the Italian Catholic 
Federation since 1976. He served the 
group as orator and first vice president, 
prior to being elected president four 
times. 

In addition, Labozzetta currently 
serves as president of the ICF’s district 
council, which guides the 11 member 
branches, and was recently appointed 
assistant chairman of the ICF’s national 
convention, scheduled for 1989. 

The UIAA is a voluntary, umbrella 
group made up of 14 independent Italian- 
American organizations, some of which 
are specifically Roman Catholic. 

Asked what brought him to the ICF, 
Labozzetta said; ‘‘I wanted to do 
something that involved my church and 
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still further my Italian heritage.’’ He 
went on to say that the ICF has offered 
him many opportunities to act on his 
faith, while retaining a special ethnic 
emphasis. 

“‘The Italian Catholic Federation is a 
charitable, mutualistic organization,’’ 
Labozzetta explained. ‘‘Each group 
supports its home parish as much as 
possible, and we get together and raise 
money for special concerns.”’

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most of their. members are Catholics. 
Some of our best volunteers are people 
who are involved in their own parishes,”’ 
he said. 

Nowhere is San Diego County’s Italian 
Catholic heritage more visible than at 
Our Lady of the Rosary Church, an 
Italian national parish, which, as such, is 
without geographic boundaries. 

Although Italian-Americans live all 
over the county, and virtually every 
parish in the diocese has members of 
Italian descent, Our Lady of the Rosary is 
viewed by many as the spiritual heart of 
the Italian-American community. 

Italian is still spoken by many of Our 
Lady’s parishioners, there are weekly 
Italian classes at the nearby Italian 
Community Center and an_Italian- 
language Mass is celebrated at noon on 
the first Sunday of each month. In 
addition, special Italian feast days are 
celebrated by the parish. 

On Sunday, Oct. 9, a special Mass in 
honor of Columbus Day was celebrated 
there by Bishop Maher. Following the 
Mass, the bishop and officials from the 
parade placed a wreath on the statue of 
Christopher Columbus that stands at the 
doorway to the church. 

Although not all the church’s 
parishioners are Italian-American, and 
Portuguese families were among _ its 
founders, this simple, yet meaningful, 
ceremony is just one of the manifestations 
of the uniquely Italian Catholic spirit that 
binds the community together. 

“When we celebrate the Mass in 
Italian, we have many people who come 
from outside San Diego to hear it,’’ said 
Father Grancini. ‘‘For many of them, it is 
like coming home. Many of them were 
baptized or married here. 

“Next Sunday, Oct. 16, is the Feast of 
Our Madonna del Lume. We will have 
our Mass in Italian, then there will be a 
procession to the harbor for a blessing of 
the boats and a prayer for the 
fishermen,’’ he said. ‘‘For many Italians 
and Italian-Americans, some things do 
not change.”’ 
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‘Pro-life voters

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Initiative process in disarray 


The initiative process in California elections was meant 
to be a safety device through which citizens, frustrated by 
the lack of understanding of their elected officials, might 
express their strongly felt views. The citizens themselves 
would initiate the legal process. 

However, it was never intended to become the usual 
way of modifying or introducing laws. It was meant to be 
an exceptional and occasional way to seek redress. 

When you received your 160-page California Ballot 
Pamphlet in the mail a few weeks ago, you saw in practice 
the electoral process in disarray. It attempted to describe, 
in words that the ordinary citizen can understand, the 
meaning of 12 initiatives, eight constitutional 
amendments and nine bond acts. 

How many voters have the time to plow through that 
amount of verbiage? How many can understand all the 
nuances that a true Philadelphia lawyer would love? 

Of the ‘nine constitutional amendments, most seem 
rather straightforward attempts to iron out some legal 
difficulties in the state constitution and help the 
government run a little more smoothly. The only one that 
I will vote against is No.89, the Governor’s Parole 
Review. This seems to make parole work even more 
complicated. 

The bond acts have much going for them, although the 
total is in excess of $3 billion added to the almost $5 
billion we voted in a few months ago. ; 

Some of them are for funding for the traditional 
California life-values issues, such as clean water. Others 
address themselves to libraries and prisons which are best 
funded in this way. 

Bond Act No.79, which funds new public schools, 
probably deserves our support, but it should be the 
occasion for asking the educators some basic questions. 
Are the present school buildings being used to their true 
capacity? 


THINKING OUT LOUD 
by MSGR.

For instance, would year-round schooling help us get 
more use from the buildings and let us postpone more 
construction? Would double sessions make the present 
‘school buildings accommodate more students? It seems 
inevitable that these solutions will have to be adopted. 

You will notice, now, that students are lined up at 
school bus stops in the early morning, before it is light, 
and shortly after noon, they are back on the streets to run 
and play. One is led to surmise that their school buildings 
are not being used to their full advantage. 

As for the 12 initiatives, I am going to vote ‘‘No’’ on 
five of them. The initiatives sponsored or supported by 
the insurance companies and the Trial Lawyers 
Association leave me cold. Proposition 103 is the only one 
that seems to deserve our support. At least, it will get 
mine. 

This whole insurance mess shows how the initiative 
process can be distorted. The regulation of insurance fees 
and the administration of insurance claims should have 
been legislated by the legislature in Sacramento. It seems 
that those ladies and gentlemen dodged their duty or 
succumbed to the powerful moneyed lobbyists. 

Besides voting ‘‘No’’ no Propositions 100, 101, 104 
and 106, I will also vote against Proposition 102, which I 
find to be oppressive and counterproductive. 

The initiative process is a valuable addition to our 
voting rights here in California and it should never be 
abrogated. But it should be used with discretion and 
honesty, not as a tool for wealthy interests.

Missionaries are our agents of charity. They are our 
agents as proclaimers of the Gospel. They act on our 
behalf. : 

There are four major church agencies which make 
themselves responsible for the mission cause, the noblest 
cause, the primary cause of our faith commitment — to 
bring Christ to others. These are the official pontifical 
(papal) missionary societies of the church. The call of 
Mission Sunday (Oct. 23 this year) reminds us of these 
agencies. They are: 

e The Society of the Propagation of the Faith; 

e The Society of St. Peter the Apostle; 

e The Missionary Union of Priests and Religious; 

e The Society of the Holy Childhood. 

First and foremost is the centuries-old Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith whose principal task is 
missionary education, formation and bringing people to 
the realization of the needs of others. 

It is the main arm of the church’s missionary endeavors 
and has nearly four centuries of experience. As a fund- 
raising organization it is probably the most efficient in the 
world. 

Its capabilities to transfer funds across the world 
without costly overheads are renowned. In our local area 
the society can claim that of every dollar donated to help 
the missions, 97 cents gets to a mission somewhere. There 
are no ‘‘administrative costs’? making heavy inroads to 
reduce the charitable contributions to nonsense as in some 
secular charities today. 

The Society of St. Peter the Apostle is the second arm 


of the church’s missionary effort. It has as its main object 
the support of religious vocations in the younger nations 
of the world. 

The society helps to engender vocations to the 
priesthood and sisterhood in countries where missionaries 
are still the leading edge of faith. 


The third branch of the church’s missionary activities is 


concerned with reinforcing the missionary spirit in 
parishes generally. It is the Missionary Union of Priests 
and Religious. 

Acknowledging that the essential work of the church is 
bringing new people to Christ, the society reminds us that 
we are not fulfilling our work in faith if we simply gaze at 
our own navels. 

In fact, it could be said that in some parts of the world 
far too many parishes are concerned only with what 
happens in their parish without sufficient thought of the 
needs of the missionary church ‘‘out there.’’ It is an 
obligation in faith for us to spread. the Good News, not 
simply to hug it to our bosoms. 

One of the most endearing and rewarding branches of 
the church’s missionary cause is the Society of the Holy 
Childhood, founded in 1843. It provides mission 
education for Catholic elementary schools and religious 
education classes. 

Holy Childhood encourages children to take an interest 
in the vital need — and the express command of God — 
to take the faith to all. The society is particularly active in 
this diocese, thanks to the excellent and_ willing 
cooperation of those who teach and administer our

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Rosary Makers’ beads circle the world

UNIVERSITY HEIGHTS — Louise 
Sullivan could not join the 3,500 
participants whose lighted candles dotted 
the University of San Diego Stadium and 
whose singing and praying echoed 
throughout the campus during the 
Rosaries for Peace Crusade Oct. 2. 


While this spectacle was unfolding, 
Sullivan sat in her living room, enveloped 
in darkness and silence, as she fingered 
her rosary beads. 


The 87-year-old parishioner of St. John 
Church, San Diego — nearly blind, deaf 
and dependent on a walker — was 
praying as she made her 25th rosary that 
day. 

The diabetic and arthritic widow sees 
with her fingers and counts with prayers 
as she separates 59 plastic beads into the 
decades of the rosary. 


Sullivan slides two beads at a time 
down the nylon cord until a decade is 
formed. With each two beads she says one 
word of the prayer, ‘‘Jesus, Mary, 
Joseph, save souls.”’ 


“‘The prayers are for the person who 
gets the rosary,”’ she said, tying a knot in 
the cord after the fifth decade. 


Soon it was time to add the white 
plastic crucifix. ‘“This is the trial of the 


_whole thing,’’ she said. 


Sitting as still as the statues adorning 
her home, Sullivan painstakingly strung 
the cord through the hole in the crucifix 
and through the first ‘‘Our Father’’ bead. 
‘‘Glory be, it worked,’’ she said 
triumphantly. 

Then she tied the final knot, jerking the 
cord seven times as she meditated on the 
seven sorrows of Mary: Simeon’s proph- 
ecy that a sword would pierce her soul,

soul, the flight into Egypt, losing Jesus in 
Jerusalem, meeting Jesus on the way to 
Calvary, crucifixion, removal of Christ’s 


body from the cross and his entombment. 
Failing health has slowed Sullivan’s 
rosary production from 50 to between 30 


and 40 a day, said Sister Bernadette 
Floersch, CSJ, her sister and care-giver 
who resides with Sullivan. 


‘‘This (activity) keeps her alive,’’ said 
Sister Floersch, a Sister of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet, adding that Sullivan spends 
more than six hours a day on the project. 


This year Sullivan and her relatives 
have made more than 20,000 rosaries, 
according to her friend Marie Mauer. 


Sullivan, also called ‘‘the rosary lady,’’ 
began her apostolate in 1960 and 
organized the Rosary-Makers of St. John 
parish in 1976. 


Although Sullivan seldom leaves her 
home,. her rosaries and those of the 
28-member rosary group travel around 
the world. She said missionaries have 
taken the rosaries to Peru, India and 
Thailand. 


Every month some 1,000 rosaries find 
their way to Tijuana, Mexico, Sullivan 
said. Holy Family Sister Dolores Molina, 
SHF, pastoral associate at St. Rose of 
Lima Church, Chula Vista, takes them to 
orphanages in the border city; Mother 
Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity Sisters 
give them to the poor; and Auxiliaries of 
the Apostolate Sister Antonia Brenner, 
AASD, distributes them among inmates 
in the Tijuana prison at which she serves, 
Sullivan said. 


Locally, priests and lay people give 
them to hospital patients, North County 
migrant workers and inmates at the 
Metropolitan Correctional Center in San 
Diego, she added. 


Sister Floersch said her parents’ 
devotion to the rosary inspired her sister’s 
love for it. 


Sullivan said she prays the rosary daily 
while listening to radio broadcasts of this 
devotion.

Among some people, the veneration 
due Mary mistakenly ‘‘bordered on 
adoration as Catholics became more 
personally involved in these private 
devotions than in the Mass.”’ 

After the liturgical reforms of Vatican 
II called for the celebration of Mass in the 
vernacular, ‘‘people could participate 
more fully in the Eucharist, which 
celebrates the redeeming action of Christ, 
Sister Nicgorski said. 

Since ‘‘Mary was intimately involved 
in the paschal mystery’’ of Christ’s life, 
suffering and death, ‘‘we revere and 
honor her as mother of the Redeemer as 
we worship God through the liturgy,”’ 

‘*Today we don’t downplay Mary’s 
role, but look at her as a prophetic 
woman, the first disciple of Christ and 
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mother of the church,”’ she said. 

The church honors Mary primarily by 
liturgical celebrations of her feasts, 
including the Immaculate Conception on 
Dec. 8 and the Assumption on Aug. 15. 
These celebrations consist of the Mass 
and the Liturgy of the Hours, official 
prayers of the church said at intervals 
during the day, the director said. 

Outside the liturgy, the church honors 
Mary secondarily through devotions such 
as the rosary, novenas and other prayers, 
Sister Nicgorski added. 

The rosary is the ‘‘form of extra- 
liturgical prayer most frequently 
recommended by popes from Leo XIII 
(1878-1903) to John Paul II,”’ according 
to ‘“Theotokos, Theological Encyclopedia 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary.”’ ;

relationship with Christ, said Msgr. 
Charles Dollen, author of the book ‘‘My 
Rosary’? and pastor of St. Gabriel 
Church, Poway. 

““Meditating on the mysteries of the 
rosary increases our understanding of the 
Incarnation — that Jesus Christ is truly 
the Son of God and son of Mary.”’ 

Msgr. Dollen believes praying the 
rosary is ‘‘the most automatic and easy 
way to learn how to meditate. You look at 
each mystery from different angles and 
apply it to yourself,’’ he said. 

For example, contemplating the third 
joyful mystery, the Nativity, from the 
angle of Mary and Joseph prompts people 
to ask, ‘‘How can I become more Christ- 
like?’’ he explained. 

An early form of the rosary began in 
the 12th century as a substitute for the 
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Psalter (a book of 150 psalms). The Hail 
Marys were divided into three groups of 
50 and were called ‘‘rosarium’’ after 
Mary’s title ‘‘mystical rose,’’ according 
to Father Richard McBrien’s book, 
“*Catholicism.”’ 


The rosary in its present form 
originated in the 15th century, Msgr. 
Dollen said. Blessed Alan de la Roche, a 
French Dominican, “gave us the rosary 
in its modern form and attributed his 
work to St. Dominic,’’ founder of the 
Dominican order, he added.

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' | Local Sister struggles to serve poor in Peru 


Calls for awareness on Mission Sunday

ALCALA PARK — To Sister Mary 
Ann Leininger, CSJ, of San Diego, 
Mission Sunday, observed on Oct. 23, is 
a day to heighten awareness ‘‘of the needs 
of people in Third World countries.”’ 

Having served as a missionary nurse 
for the last 18 years in Peru, Sister 
Leininger has battled the poverty, disease 
and oppression that stalks that South 
American country. 

She spoke with Southern Cross last week 
at the diocesan Missions Office during a 
visit to San Diego. 

After visiting her parents in St. 
Michael parish, Paradise Hills, last week, 
she returned Oct. 12 to Peru. 

The past year she has served as vice 
provincial /superior of 33 Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet who live in seven 
communities scattered throughout Peru 
and serve the poor in rural areas. She 
came back to the United States for a 
congregational meeting in New York 
before coming home to see her family and 
friends. 

In Peru, ‘‘I visit each house twice a 
year as a support person to share in their 
struggles ... I accompany them to the 
sites’’ where they serve, she said, adding 
her visits require between five hours and 
three days of bus travel. 

Those struggles are inherent in the 
Sisters’ ministries which include nursing, 
religious education and parish 
administration, Sister Leininger said. 

The nurses focus on_ preventive 
medicine, prenatal care and child care 
because children under five years of age 
comprise 48 percent of the deaths in Peru. 
Many die of respiratory infections and 
diarrhea from malnutrition and 
contaminated water, she explained. 

The Sisters give vaccines and home 
care, operate two clinics in Peru and train 
health promoters to ‘‘dispense medicines, 
give first aid, deliver babies and screen 
patients for illnesses,’’ the missionary 
said. 

Serious illnesses, such as tuberculosis, 
require the health promotors to drive four 
hours to the nearest hospital, she added. 

Health promotors also care for 
handicapped children, many of whom 
suffer. from accidents or _ postpolio 
syndrome, she related. 

Parish ministry in Peru contrasts with 
that in the United States, Sister Leininger 
said, adding a ‘‘rural parish can cover 
many miles and include some 40,000 
members.’’ Many parishes are without 
priests. 


The St. Joseph Sisters in parish 
administration are authorized by local 
bishops to conduct eucharistic and burial 
services and administer the sacraments of 
Baptism and Matrimony, she continued. 

Parish administrators also represent the 
church at town meetings and train 
catechists who are selected by their parish 
communities. 

Other St. Joseph Sisters organize 
parish youth and women’s groups and 
teach in public high schools where 
religion is part of the curriculum, Sister 
Leininger said. 

She described a breakfast program for 
children conducted by a women’s group 
in Arequipa. The Sisters organized the 
women to raise animals and crops for 
food, and cook and serve breakfast to 
some 130 children under eight years of 
age — their main meal of the day. 

‘‘Without this program, the children 
would be sick or starving,’’ Sister 
Leininger said. 

The St. Joseph Sisters also operate a 
home in Peru for 13 teen-age girls, who 
would otherwise be unable to travel to 
school, she added. 

The Sisters conduct this missionary 
work in a setting of economic and political 
unrest. 

The inflation rate in Peru recently 
jumped from 300 to 1,100 percent, 
creating long waiting lines at markets and 
shortages of food and medicines. Parishes 
look for ways to counter the economic 
crisis, Siste Leininger said. 

She also described the tension caused 
by the inability of Peru’s ‘‘unstable 
democratic government’’ to control 
terrorists’ attempt to overthrow the 
government. 

Some ‘‘10,000 people have died in 


Peru since 1981 as a result of terrorist 
activity and the government’s response”’ 
to it, she said. Many people are arrested, 
‘faccused of being terrorists or 
Communists.”’ 

Peruvians, most of them Catholic, 
‘look for signs of hope from the church, 
the only credible influence in the 
situation,’’ Sister Leininger said. ‘‘The 
church’s mission is to promote peace, 
justice and equality for everyone, not by 
oppression or repression.”’ 

The Sisters work to ‘‘create an 
awareness of the violence of the 
structures’’ and try to locate detained 
people when their families request this 
assistance, she said. 

Some of the St. Joseph Sisters are 
active in solidarity groups, a network set 
up by the Peruvian conference of bishops 
to investigate the arrests, she added. 

Twelve of the St. Joseph Sisters in Peru 
are natives, who were trained in the 
novitiate of the congregation’s vice 
province of Peru. 


“‘We’re totally dependent,”’ she said, 
“fon mission funds from our own 
congregation, the Propagation of the 
Faith’’ and Mission Circles at St. Michael 
Church, Paradise Hills, and St. Vincent 
de Paul Church, Mission Hills. 
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“The Billings Ovulation Method of 
Natural Family Planning is based on knowledge, 
which should be made available to every woman 
of reproductive age; it inculcates self-respect, in 
particular respect for fertility, with a disposition 
to protect fertility and to behave in a responsi- 
ble manner in regard to one’s sexuality.”

Film boasts laughs and tears

*Tis the season for endearing family- 
life films. While not heavily insightful, 
‘“Memories of Me’? (MGM) will inspire 
a hearty blend of laughs and tears, 
especially for those over 35 who have 
unfinished business with their aging 
parents. 


At 37, cardiac surgeon Abbie Polin 
(Billy Crystal) is a laugh-a-minute until 
overwork fells him with his own minor 
heart attack. Facing his own mortality for 
the first time, Abbie reaches out to his. 
level-headed girlfriend, Lisa McConnell 
(JoBeth Williams), a pediatrician 
frustrated by Abbie’s inability to express 
his love. Lisa realizes that the emotional 
void in their relationship is symptomatic 
of a larger wall between Abbie and his 
father, Abe (Alan King), a lifelong movie 
extra living in Los Angeles. 


With an eye toward. mending his 
broken heart and some fences in his 


relationships with Lisa and Abe, Abbie 
heads west to Los Angeles to visit dear old 
dad. 


What he finds after a_ five-year 
estrangement is the same father who 
embarrassed him as a child with dumb 
jokes told at his expense, a father who 
thrives in a little-known Hollywood 
subculture as the king of movie extras. 
Abbie quickly tires of playing perpetual 
straight man to a father who never 
seemed to grow up in life or in show 
business. During his decades as a 
Hollywood extra, Abe never once sought 
a speaking role. It takes the arrival of 
Lisa, whom Abe calls ‘‘Christian,’’ and 
another critical illness to break down the 
barriers between the men, enabling them 
for the first time to play the soul-satisfying 
roles of father and son. 


Crystal and King are a perfect match as 
a father and son who attempt to cover 
their fears with humor. Abbie comforts 
patients with jokes in the operating room, 
while Abe entertains out-of-work pals in a 


local hangout for extras. So much alike, 
yet uncommunicative aliens, the 
characters mesh almost too easily when 
mortality and loving Lisa get in the way. 
As _ real-life stand-up comics who also 
excel as actors, Crystal and King bring 
their own wonderful shticks to a script co- 
written by Crystal and Eric Roth. Miss 
Williams is also a warm, appropriate 
choice as a mature love interest for Abbie. 

Although more than a tad too facile, 
and directed in uninspired fashion by 
Henry Winkler, ‘‘Memories of Me’’ 
boasts entertaining performances and 
touches of insight into troubled parent- 
child relationships that extend unresolved 
into middle and old age. 

This movie contains some rough 
language at times laced with sexual 
references and a brief sexual encounter 
between the unmarried protagonists.

Priest responds to television ministry 


ON CAMERA AND OFF: The Story 
of My Life by Father Micahel Manning; 
Ann Arbor, Mich., Servant Books, 1987 
(134 pp, $5.95 pb) 


Father Michael Manning, the popular 
television priest, has written an 
autobiography. It is a loving, laughing 
account of his growing up, finding his 
vocation, and of where he has been led in 
fulfilling that vocation. 


Some aspects of Father Manning’s 
story will be familiar to many Catholics 
who grew up in the 1940s and 750s — the 
relative innocence of the time, parish life, 
the first encounters with non-Catholics, 
the feeling of being ‘‘different,’’ and the 
struggle with the dread scruples. It is, in 
many ways, a typical Catholic upbringing 
of that period, spiced with humor and 
some sadness. 


It didn’t take long for young Michael 
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Manning to discover that he wanted to be 
a priest. He followed the call, and tells of 
his seminary training and of his early 
experiences. He quickly discovered that 
being a priest wasn’t as easy as he thought 
it would be, particularly when he got a 
difficult teaching assignment in Watts. 
Father Manning speaks quite candidly of 
his tribulations during these trying times, 
and of how that unhappy episode and its 
aftermath surprisingly helped pave the 
way for his later success in the media. 


That success was slow in coming and 
often looked as though it would never 
materialize. But the unsuccessful teacher 
had a love affair going, from an early age, 
with the performing arts. The embers 
from that love remained kindled through 


the disappointments, through the years of 
struggle, to flame into the career that has 
touched so many. 


But if those embers became a flame, 


something else has been working in . 


Father Manning’s life that became a 
conflagration. That is his love of Jesus, a 
love that permeates all of the book. He 
opens the book by boldly proclaiming that 
love and begins each chapter with a 
beautiful prayer, further exploring it, what 
it has meant and continues to mean to 
him. 


Those who have seen Father Manning 
on television or in person won’t be 
disappointed with this book. His vibrant 
personality clearly comes through. Those 
who don’t yet know him will find this warm 
memoir a charming introduction.

“Unfortunately, Mission Sunday is the 
only time in the year. many people are 
asked to focus on the mission church ..., 
though we are asked to be missionary in 
our thinking, prayer life and willingness 
to share resources,’’ he said. 

And yet, overall, the people of the 
Diocese of San Diego have made notable 
contributions through their mission 
awareness and financial giving on behalf 
of the foreign missions.

Catholic educational programs. 

So, the church has four arms with 
similar aims and one central theme — the 
furtherance of the church into all parts of 
the world. 

On this globe there are nearly six 
billion persons. Of these, two billion are 
Christians, nearly half of whom are 
Catholics. We have so far brought one- 
third of the world’s people to Christ. We 
still have two-thirds to go. It is a long and 
sometimes tiring task, but it is the 
principal work of our faith.

In per capita giving, ‘‘this diocese 
consistently has been in the top three in 
the country for Holy Childhood, the 
church’s children-to-children mission aid 
society, and in the top ten for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 

This missionary effort has earned the 
praise of Cardinal Josef Tomko, prefect 
of the Vatican Congregation of the 
Evangelization of Peoples for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 

Pastors have been very receptive to one 
of the major missionary awareness 
programs of the diocese — preaching —
